17. 34. that our Saviour laying down the Meafures of Fore 
givenefs, has left thefe Directions, \t thy Brother trefpats 
again{t thee, rebuke him, andif he repent forgive him, 
And if he trefpafs againft thee feven Times in a Day, 
and feven Times in a Day turn again to thee faving I 
repent, thou fhalt forgive him. Don’t all this fufficiently 
evidence that Repentance w# the Conditio fine qua non of 
Pardon? we 
Anfm. My Querift feems to fufpe& the Goodnefs of 
his Argument, that Repentance and the Profeffion of it in a 
Brother is the necefjary Condition, without which he’s not 
oblig’d to forgive bim, 1 anfwer direétly that one Brother 
is oblig’d to forgive another, without infifting upon his 
Repentance as the abfolutely neceffary Condition of ir. 
The Profeffion of fincere Repentance is extreamly de- 
firable, when it may be obtain’d by all the obliging and 
proper Methods we can ufe 4 but if it can’t be obrain’d, 
there fhou’d no Defire of Revenge remain in the offend- 
ed Party, and when there is no Defire of Revenge, there 


s : is Forgivenels, Pardon being the Diffolution of the Ob- 


ligation to Punifhment. *Tis true, that God himfelf 
forgives no Impenitent, but the Reafon of the Cate 
won’t hold, from what God does, to what we are 
oblig’d todo. God has un{peakably more Right to 


the Sinner’s Repentance, than we can have to the Re- 
pentance of an ottending Brother. Befides, we are not 
able intallibly to determine whether the Repeutance 
of a Brother is fincere, and fhall there be fo great a 
Charm in pronouncing afew Words, tho’ never to hy- 
pocritical, upon which an Obligation to forgive fhall 
follow, which upon other Terms wou’d not have done 
fo?
